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FOREWORD 


This  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
has  been  made  in  order  that  interested  persons  might  learn 
the  facts  of  the  history  of  the  church  without  the  use  of 
the  original  records,  which  are  to  he  placed  in  a  fire  proof 
building.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  original 
spelling  and  punctuation.  All  noteB  and  writings  have  been 
copied  that  were  written  on  the  cover,  flyleaf  and  other  odd 
places  and  so  stated  in  the  copy.  Because  of  the  similarity 
in  the  old  writing  of  J  and  I,  the  secretary's  name  has  been 
listed  on  pages  k,   5  and  6  as  J,  Peterson,  which  is  not 
correct  as  the  name  of  the  secretary  was  Isham  Peterson. 

The  statement  on  page  6l,  that  the  church  was  organized 
in  1833  is  incorrectly  stated.  See  page  69,  We  are  indebted 
to  the  late  Pev.  J.  Marcus  Kester  for  this  correction. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  church  building  used 
by  the  Baptist  congregation  in  1826,  is  rtill  standing   on 
Front  Street,  a  remodeled  dwelling  house.

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THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  WILMINGTON 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 

*****-X-XXXX** 

We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed  being  now  assembled  in  the 
Baptist  Meeting  House  in  the  Town  of  Wilmington,  N.  C.   and  being  Baptized 
on  a  profession  of  repentance  towards  God,  and  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  do  hereby  on  this  the  thirteenth  of  April  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord 
One  thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  thirty  three,  most  solemnly  agree  among  our- 
selves to  become  a  regular  independent  constituted  Church  of  our  Lord  do  now 
give  ourselves  to  each  other  and  request  our  brethren  in  the  Christian  minis- 
try who  are  now  present  with  us  to  witness  this  our  solemn  engagement  to 
admonish  us  with  respect  to  our  duties  and  privileges  in  this  the  second 
relation  and  commend  us  to  God  and  the  word  of  his  grace  which  is  able  to 
build  us  up  and  to  give  us  an  inheritance  among  all  them  that  are  Sanctified, 
The  Church  Covenant 
For  as  much  as  it  has  pleased  God  Almighty  to  turn  us  from  darkness  to 
light  and  to  unite  us  in  one  Body  by  the  Blood  of  his  Cross;  For  as  much 
as  in  his  providence  he  has  fixed  the  bounds  of  our  habitation,  that  our 
local  relations  to  each  other  invites  us  to  unite  together  for  our  mutual 
benefit,  and  for  the  advancement  of  his  cause;  *re  therefore  unitedly  give  up 
ourselves  to  the  Lord  and  to  one  another  according  to  his  will,  in  Church 
fellowship.  We  do  Covenant  and  agree  to  take  the  Bible  and  the  Bible  only, 
as  the  most  clear  comprehensive  and  perfect  rule,  in  Doctrinal  Experimental 
and  Practical  Religion,  as  the  most  Safe  and  only  infalible  Rule  by  which  to 
regulate  our  principles,  tempers  and  whole  behaviour.  We  agree  next  to  the 
honour  and  glory  of  God  that  we  will  seek  the  wellfare  of  the  Chtirch  of  our 
Saviour;  and  particularly  that  branch  of  it  to  which  we  ourselves  belong. 


First  Baptist  Church — — 

That  we  will  pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem,  that  peace  may  be  within  her 
walls  and  prosperity  within  her  palaces;-  we  will  not  forsake  the  assemb- 
ling of  our  selves  together,  nor  grow  sleep  nor  slumber  to  our  eyes  to  the 
neglect  of  the  sacred  place  where  two  or  three  meet  together  to  pray  and 
read  and  sing  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.  We  will  love  the  place  where  his 
honor  dwelleth  and  will  never  forsake  the  Houses  of  his  abode. 

We  will  submit  to  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  Church  according 
to  the  doctrine  Example,  and  admonitions  of  our  Lord,  Ambassadors  or  Appos- 
tles  to  the  Church  in  pure  and  primitive  times.  We  will  employ  our  talents 
and  our  substances  according  to  our  ability  for  the  benefit  of  the  Church 
with  which  we  are  covenanted  for  the  cause  of  God  in  general  -  We  will  re- 
gard the  Table  of  the  Lord  as  sacred  to  the  memory  of  his  unmerited  love,  his 
painful  and  accursed  death  and  his  attoning  sacrifice  for  a  lost  world.  We 
will  regard  it  to  provoke  one  another  to  love  and  to  good  work.  -  In  depen- 
dence on  divine  aid  we  resolve  and  agree  to  love  one  another  in  the  Lord, 
to  follow  after  things  that  make  for  our  peace,  and  whereby  one  may  edify 
or  build  up  another,  to  speak  no  evil  one  of  another,  to  watch  over  one  an- 
other, not  from  evil  surmisings,  but  from  faithful  affection,  from  Christian 
love,  not  to  find  fault,  not  to  wound  but  to  heal,  not  to  kill  hut  to  cure, 
to  reprove  if  needbe  in  the  most  tender  manner  with  the  sole  view  of  allur- 
ing the  mind  to  right  reflections  and  of  regaining  the  heart  to  its  first 
love  -  to  correct  public  transgressions  only  with  public  rebuke  -  to  ob- 
serve most  cautiously,  and  most  unfailingly  for  all  private  and  personal 
offenses  the  rule  given  in  Matthew  18  Ch.  15-16-17  verses  which  rule  every 
member  of  a  gospel  church  ought  by  memory  to  know.  -  To  avoid  all  tattling, 
tale  bearing,  whispering,  backbiting,  and  publishing  the  faults  of  each 
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other  or  surmising  evil,  thus  happily  evincing  to  the  world,  that  we  are  a 
hand  of  "brothers,  and  that  we  stand  fast  in  the  spirit;  and  with  one  mind 
striving  together  for  the  Faith  of  the  gospel  and  that  a  constituted  Church 
of  Christ  "is  a  garden  enclosed,  a  spring  shut  up,  a  fountain  sealed. " 
To  this  Covenant  and  agreement  in  dependence  on  divine  aid  we  subscribe 
our  unworthy  names.

The  Church  met  in  Conference  (31st  Dec?  1836)  which  was  opened  in 
prayer  by  the  moderator  -  A  door  being  opened  for  reception  of  members, 
Sister  Ward  presented  her  letter  from  the  Baptist  Church,  Oliver  St., 
New  York.  She  was  unanimously  received. 

Brethren  French,  Costin,  Sholar,  Bryan,  Thally,  &  Hewlett  was  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  ascertain  the  probable  cost  of  repairing  our 
meeting  house  &  to  devise  the  cheapest  and  most  commodious  plan  of 
repairs.  The  committee  was  instructed  to  meet  in  the  meeting  house  one 
week  from  the  following  Tuesday  to  confer  together  in  reference  to  the 
above  business.

The  Church  met  Feby  Ij-th  1837,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hawly  being  called  to 
the  chair.  Conf .  was  organized  with  song,  prayer  &c.  The  Covenant  read 
and  unfinished  business  taken  up.  The  Committee  on  repairs  reported. 
Report  received.  The  committee  stated  that  they  had  called  on  Messrs 
C.  C.  Stow  and  R.  W.  Brown  to  assist  them  in  determining  the  best  method 
of  repairs  &c,  but  that  they  had  arrived  at  nothing  definite  in  the 
matter. 

A  door  being  opened  for  reception  of  members  Mrs.  Gerard  presented 
herself  -  related  her  experiences,  and  was  received.  Sister  Burton  was 
received  into  the  fellowship  with  this  church. 

Br.  McDaniel  (from  Fayettevillo )  addressed  the  meeting  in  a  most 
acceptable  and  happy  manner.  The  committee  on  repairs  was  requested 
to  ascertain  whether  a  minister  could  be  obtained  and  to  report  to  the 
Church.

A  letter  was  read  "by  Bro  French  which  was  reed,  from  bro  McDaniel  in 
relation  to  bro  H,  A.  Wilcox  stating  his  object  would  be  (in  visiting  this 
place)  to  obtain  a  school,  and  if  assured  to  do  so,  would  take  charge  of 
the  Church,  upon  which  a  committee  was  appointed  of  brother  French  &  Buss 
to  correspond  with  bro  McDaniel  upon  this  subject.  A  letter  of  admission 
for  a  Sol°-  member  of  our  church  named  Hannah  was  requested  by  Sister  Springs 
ch  -  Ala  -  it  was  granted.  The  Conference  closed  by  prayer ;&c.

The  Church  convened  in  Conference,  it  was  opened  by  prayer,  Bro  Repiton 
moderator.  The  moderator  called  for  the  report  of  the  committee,  Bro  French 
reported  -  upon  which  a  motion  prevailed  to  provide  the  Church  with  asexton 
who  should  receive  sixty  dolls  for  his  services  viz  lighting,  cleaning  the 
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house  &  ringing  the  Bell.  On  motion  of  bro  French  Besolvod  that  a 
monthly  collection  be  taken  up  to  pay  the  sexton.  Further  resolved 
that  the  first  Sabbath  in  each  month  be  the  regular  Communion  Sermon. 
The  Church  agreed  to  keep  up  the  Choir.  Adjourned  to  meet  1st  Friday 
in  Apl.

sing them  of  unjust  and  unchristian  "conduct  towards  him  as  their 
Pastor.  And  WHEREAS  these  and  all  similar  allegations  have  no  foundation 
in  truth.  Therefore  RESOLVED  that  the  Clerk  of  this  Church  be  instructed 
to  address  a  letter  to  him  covering  q  copy  of  this  preamble  and  Resolutions, 
calling  upon  him  for  retraction  in  writing,  of  the  above  and  all  similar 
alligations,  made  publicly  or  privately,  to  the  detriment  of  this  Church, 
or  that  he  substantiate  the  same  by  competent  testimony. 
Further  RESOLVED  that  he  be  informed  that  such  retraction,  if  given,  will 
be  publicly  read  from  the  Pulpit  of  this  Church.  That  the  influence  of  his 
alligations  may  be  counteracted  as  far  as  such  retraction  and  publicity 
can  do  it. 

Further  RESOLVED  that  he  be  informed  that  should  such  retraction  be  refuted 
by  him,  that  this  Church  will  adopt  such  a  course  ae  will  in  her  judgement,  vin 
dicate  herself  before  the  community  and  the  public   •  generally  from  all  such 
allegations. 

Further  RESOLVED  that  he  be  informed  that  an  answer  will  be  expected  to  be 
presented  to  the  Clerk  of  this  Church  on  or  before  12   o'clock  next  Saturday 
the  first  day  of  Feby  -  1845. 

Further  RESOLVED  that  he  is  requested  to  furnish  the  Clerk  of  this  Church 
with  his  written  resignation  as  Paetor,  and  accompanying  remarks  as  read 
before  the  Church  by  himself  at  one  of  our  Conference  meetings  in  June  or 
July  last. 

Conference  adjourned  by  prayer  &c

Church  met,  Conference  was  organized  by  the  Moderator  our  bro  &  Pastor 
McDanicl  with  reading  -  prayer  &c  proceedings  of  last  meeting  &  bylaws 
read,  bro  Battle  in  behalf  of  the  committee . reported  the  happy  adjustment 
of  the  difficulty  between  Sister  Sholar  &  Bro  Bishop,  the  report  was  reod. 
as  satisfactory  and  the  committee  discharged.- 

The  committee  reported  in  reference  to  brethren  Kitcham  &  Barnes  -  report 
received  -  nonnitteccdiochargcd.  On  motion  brethren  Battle,  I  Peterson,  E. 
Peterson  were  appointed  to  confer  with  bro  Barnes  in  reference  to  his  mis- 
apprehensions and  "if  possible  disabuse  his  mind  8s  reclaim  him  to  fellowship 
with  the  Church. 
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Brother  Ketcham  "being  present  expressed  sorrow  far  his  conduct  if  it  had 
been  such  as  would  bring  reproach  upon  the  cause  of  Religion  -  he  was 
excused. 

Brother  Russ  informed  the  Church  that  difficulties  between  blnoelf  and 
others  had  been  amicably  settled  -  Some  questions  were  then  asked  bro 
Russ  pertaining  to  other  matters  which  had  not  been  satisfactorily  ex- 
plained -  they  were  not  explained  -  consequently  bro  Russ  was  not 
acquitted. 

A  communication  was  then  road  from  "bro  Repiton,  the  action  and  conside- 
ration of  which  was  submitted  to  a  committee  compoeed  of  brethren  Battle, 
EJ.lis,  Mitchell,  I.  Peterson,  E, Peterson,  Brickhouse,  Cooke,  Cashwell  & 
Stokly.  Conference  closed  to  meet  next  Monday  evening.  Prayer  "by  bro 
Battle.

10th  Feby.  1845 
Church  met,  Conference  wa3  duly  organized  by  Moderator  bro  McDaniel  with 
singing,  reading  &  prayer  as  usual.  The  bylaws  and  proceedings  of  the 
last  meeting  read.  The  committee  to  whom  was  referred    the  matter  in 
relation  to  Rev.  A.  P.  Repiton,  was  called  on  to  report,  the  report  was 
presented  and  read  "by  chairman  of  said  committee  in  conoction  with 
letters  from  Rev.  A.  P,  Repiton  - 

Rev.  A.  P.  Repiton  asked  permission  to  make  some  statements  or  defense. 
The  Moderator  told  him  that  he  could  hear  the  Resolution  of  the  Church, 
the  resolution  was  accordingly  read  by  the  Clerk,  the  substance  of  which 
was,  that  the  Church  receive  no  communication  from  Rev.  A.  P.  Repiton 
except  in  writing,  the  reason  of  said  resolution  was,  that  Rev.  A.  P. 
Repiton  had  denied  certain  things,  end  the  church  wished  to  prevent  the 
possibility  of  mistake.  After  the  Resolution  was  read,  Rev.  A.  P. 
Repiton  said  that  he  wished  to  read  certain  certificates  -  he  read  them. 
While  the  report  of  the  committee  was  yet  not  acted  on,  neither  received 
nor  rejected  but  before  the  church,  bro  Buss  who  (at  a  previous  meeting 
had  been  set  aside  by  the  Church  as  under  censure  untill  he  should  give 
the  Church  satisfaction  for  his  conduct)  rose  and  moved  that  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Church  meeting  on  27th  Jany.  so  far  as  related  to  the 
Rev.  A.  P.  Repiton  be  rescinded.  The  Moderator  declared  that  the  motion 
was  out  of  order.  The  report  of  the  Committee  was  before  the  Church. 
A  motion  was  then  made  to  receive  the  report  of  the  Committee.  In  said 
report  sundry  members  were  presented  by  the  committee  (the  chairman  and 
others  of  the  vigilant  committee  being  on  said  committee)  as  occupying 
a  position  of  such  a  character  and  nature  as  rendered  it  expedient  that 
they  should  be  called  on  by  the  Church  to  give  Satisfaction  or  explain 
the  course  they  had  persued.  And  the  moderator  being  about  to  put  the 
questions  on  the  reception  of  the  report,  stated  that  in  his  opinion  those 
several  members  now  not  entitled  to  vote  on  the  question. 
Rev.  A.  P.  Repiton  who  was  nota  member  of  the  Conference  said  they  had  a 
right  to  vote.  The  Moderator  appealed  to  the  Rev.  R.  Jacks  who  happened 
to  be  present,  and  who  had  accepted  an  invitation  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
ference -  Bro  Jacks  sustained  the  views  of  the  Moderator. 
The  question  was  then  put  on  the  reception  of  the  report  and  the  Modera- 
tor declared  that  the  motion  was  sustained.  Rev.  A.  P.  Repitom  questioned 
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it,  and  though  not  a  member  of  the  Conference,  called  for  a  division. 
The  Moderator  then  put  the  question  for  all  those  who  were  in  favour  of 
the  motion  to  rise  -  it  was  done  and  they  were  counted  by  the  Clerk. 
Then  being  about  to  put  the  for  those  opposed  to  the  motion  to  rise,  he 
stated  that  it  would  he  expected  that  those  several  members  who  had  been 
presented  in  the  report  as  occupying  Censurable  ground  would  not  vote, 
at  which  instant  several  rose  and  abruptly  went  out  calling  to  others  to 
go  out  with  them.  The  discord  they  produced  was  truly  distressing,  for 
in  the  lobby  of  the  Church  where  they  paused,  the  noise  arid  talking  was 
disgraceful. 

While  going  out,  and  the  scene  of  confusion  on  their  part  was  going  on, 
the  greater  proportion  of  the  Church  observed  order,  and  the  Eev.  A.  J.  "  .£••".  »• 
Battle  rose  and  calmly  said,  that  it  foursed  upon  his  mind,  the  passage 
in  John  "they  went  out  from  us.  hut  they  were  not  of  us,"  and  then  said 
that  he  moved  that  all  who  had  thus  acted  bo  solemnly  expelled  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Church.  Bro  CD,  Ellis  rose  and  in  a  very  solemn  manner  said 
he  seconded  the  motion  with  all  his  heart.  The  Moderator  then  rose  and  began 
to  make  some  remarks  in  a  very  calm  and  deliberate  manner,  in  which  he  pointed 
to  the  change  of  feeling  which  would  take  place  at  an  hour  which  was  to  come. 
While  he  was  yet  speaking  they  began  to  return  into  the  house,  and  continued 
to  return  until  most,  if  not  all,  of  them  returned.  On  their  return  the 
Moderator  requested  them  to  take  the  side  seats  so  that  it  might  be  ascer- 
tained who  had  gone  out,  in  a3  much  as  there  was  a  motion  before  the  Church 
for  thdin  expulsion.  The  Clerk  was  then  requested  to  go  and  get  their  names. 
This  being  done,  their  names  were  read,  and  they  were  called  on  if  they  had 
any  thing  to  say  in  palliation  of  their  conduct  to  present  it,  when  F.  W. 
Savage  rose  and  made  some  remarks  which  only  aggravated  his  acts.  C.  Buss 
rose  and  began  to  pronounce  such  censure  upon  the  Church  as  could  not  be 
tolerated  ,  he  was  called  to  order  on  which  he  left  the  house:'  in  a  very 
censurable  spirit  and  manner. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  of  expulsion  and  was  sustained,  only 
one  voting  (a3  was  ascertained)  to  keep  them  from  expulsion. 
The  question  was  then  put  on  the  reception  of  the  report,  it  was  received. 
The  question  was  then  put  on  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  the  report 
was  adopted.  In  the  report  of  the  said  committee  it  was  presented  to  the 
Church  that  Eev.  A.  P.  Eepiton  had  said  that  Eev.  Jas.  McDaniel  is  a  hi- 
pocrite.  Eev.  Jas.  McDaniel  rose  to  make  some  remarks  in  reference  to  the 
severity  of  the  slander  which  had  been  preferred  against  him  by  Eev.  A.P.B. 
when  Eev.  A.  P.  Eepiton  rose  and  mo3t  positively  denied  ever  having  said 
such  a  thing  concerning  Eev.  J.  McDaniel  and  defied  any  one  to  say  that 
he  had  ever  heard  him  say  it.   Immediately  Eev.  A.  J.  Battle  rose  and  stated 
that  he  hoard  him  say  it.  Eev.  A.  P.  Eepiton  rose  and  positively  denied  it. 
Bro.  C.  D.  Ellis  rose  and  said  he  heard  him  say  it.  Eev.  A.  P.  Eepiton 
said  they  may  have  heard  my  wife  say  it  but  not  myself,  but  Eev.  Jas  McDaniel 
reminded  him  that  between  A.  J.  Battle  and  C.  D.  Ellis,  declared  that  they 
heard  him  (A.  P.  Eepiton)  say  it. 

The  former  committees  were  continued  to  prepare  the  necessary  communication 
and  testimony  to  lay  before  the  Church  at  Mt.  Holly  where  Eev.  A.  P.  Eepiton 
holds  his  membership.  The  Moderator  asked  bro  Jacks  to  supplicate  the  throne 
of  grace  in  behalf  of  excluded  members.  Bro  Jacks  complied  in  a  most  zolemn 
manner. 
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A  committee  was  appointed  to  wait  on  members  in  reference  to  their  having 
signed  papers  for  Rev.  A.  P.  Repiton  impugning  the  Church. 
Conference  closed  by  prayer  &c

Sir,  yours  of  the  l6th  Just  was  received  by  me  on 
the  ©ving  of  ny  arrival  in  Raleigh.  It  would  have  been  answered  while 
there  had  not  indisposition  prevented.  With  regards  to  representing 
the  Wilmington  Branch  of  the  Baptist  Church,  which  your  communication 
says  I  had  disqualified  myself  for  &c.  I  would  remark  in  the  1st  place, 
that  it  needed  representation  no  doubt  ,  but  was  not  entitifced  to  one, 
nor  do  I  suppose  one  was  expected,  as  the  name  of  the  Church  was  not 
called.  2ndly  with  regard  to  the  "propriety"  of  my  representing  the 
Church  in  Wilmington,  it  was  or  ought  to  be  the  right  of  the  Church  to 
appoint  her  own  delegates,  and  having  received  that  appointment  from 
the  Church,  and  the  Church  never  having  reminded  her  trust,  I  would 
have  acted  in  that  capacity  had  I  felt  so  inclined,  and  had  she  been  en- 
titled to  representation,  notwithstanding  the  assumed  authority  of  a  few 
of  the  Church.  Moreover  I  very  much  question  whether  the  Church  would 
have  sanctioned,  or  any  body  of  Christians  approved,  the  very  unjust,  not 
to  say  ungentlemanly  epistle  sent  me  by  a  small  minority  of  the  Baptist 
Church,  after  I  had  left  home  at  my  own  expense,  to  represent  a  body  of 
some  two  or  three  hundred  professors  of  religion  in  a  Convention  of 
Baptist  some  150  mile3  distant.  I  might  enlarge,  but  I  forbear.  I 
should  notice  more  largely  the  epistle  but  I  have  learned  since  my  re- 
turn, form  an  important  one,  of  the  "several  members  of  the  Baptist 
Church"  that  in  your  letter  to  me,  you  exceeded  the  bounds  given, 
unwarrentable  as  that  was.   I  was  informed  that  you  were  simply  in- 
structed to  request  me  not  to  represent  the  Church  and  say  no  more. 
Some  persons  are  greate  Sticklers  for  instructions,  others  again,  are 
anti  instruct ioni3t s.  It  is  for  you  to  say  what  ground  you  occupy  in 
this  affair  under  the  present  state  of  it.  I  shall  close  by  observing 
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that  while  in  the  relation  of  Pastor,  I  always  3trove  to  do  my  duty,  if 
I  hvae  failed,  it  was  "because  I  was  not  able  to  please  all.  This  is  my 
misfortune  not  ny  fault.  I  do  not  feel  self  condemned  before  him  who 
sees  and  Knows  the  heart;  and  as  it  is  before  his  bar  I  am  to  give  an 
account,  I  trust,  as  ho  does  not  require  success,  but  faithfulness,  that 
I  shall  stand  acquitted  there.  I  feel  compelled  in  justice  to  myself  to 
make  a  partial  expose  of  the  unjust,  not  to  say  unchristian  course  pursued 
towards  me  in  the  late  affair  of  the  Church  with  her  Pastor.  And  in  order 
to  put  an  end  to  this  very  unpleasant  matter;  I  take  this  method  of  saying 
to  those  several  members  of  the  church,  ("officers  included")  that  should 
they  continue  to  handle  my  name  before  members  of  this  community,  as  I  learn 
they  have  done,  that  the  public  shall  judge  between  us;  for  a  full,  firm 
and  impartial  review  of  the  whole  affair,  with  data  that  some  are  not  aware 
of  in  my  possession,  will  bo  placed  by  me  before  those  who  will  honor  me 
with  their  presence.  I  do  not  wish  to  take  this  stand,  and  to  avoid  it,  I 
only  ask  to  be  let  alone  in  the  position  of  a  private  individual  in  this  com- 
munity, which  place  I  profess  now  to  occupy.  So  far  as  the  aristocratic 
minority  of  the  Church  is  concerned.  I  intend  to  have  nothing  to  do  with 
others  who  have  virtually  asked  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  me.  And  I  now

Reply  of  Rev.  A.  P.  Repiton 
to  the  Preamble  and  Resolutions  adopted 
by  the  Church   27th  Jany  15^5 

Wilmington  25th  Jany.  1845 

Mr.  D.  Ca3hwell  Clerk  of  the  Baptist  Church 
Sir 

A  commnunication  was  handed  me  thi3  day  by 
you  purporting  to  be  from  the  Baptist  Church  in  Conference  the  27th  day 
Jany.  alleging  certain  charges  against  me,  and  demanding  retraction  under 
a  threat  -  which  charges  are  a3  follows  -  viz.  "Whereas  the  Rev.  A.  P.  Rep- 
iton late  Pastor  of  this  Church  did,  on  the  Sabbath  evening  which  closed 
his  labors  .  with  us,  publicly  make  declarations  impugning  the  character  of 
thi3  Church;  and  Whereas  the  sams  has  since  been  repeated  by  him  in  a  way 
seriously  to  affect  our  moral  standing  as  a  Christian  body,  in  which  dec- 
laration he  has  charged  this  Church  or  a  part  of  the  Church  with  holding 
secret  meetings  injurious  to  his  standing  "of  electing  a  Pa3tor  over  his 
head.  Also  accusing  them  of  unjust,  and  unchristian  conduct  towards  him 
as  their  Pastor  &c."  With  regard  to  these  charges,  which  with  a  threat 
I  am  called  upon  to  retract,  I  have  some  few  remarks  to  make.  I  am  not 
in  the  habit  of  retracting  anything  I  have  said.  Neither  have  I  any  thing 
in  the  present  instance  to  retract,  but  in  the  mean  time  I  deny  having 
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said  what  I  am  in  your  polite  communication  charged  with  saying.  Did 
consider  myself  in  any  way  amenable  to  the  Church  in  this  place  I 
might  again  state  what  I  said,  as  fortunately  I  am  enabled  to  do  so- 
but  knowing  no  power  or  right  you  have  to  call  upon  me  -  I  shall 
notice  the  communication  no  further  than  by  sending  a  few  names  of 
those  who  were  present,  to  qualify  I  did  not  say  waht  you  assert.

REPORT  AS  ADOPTED  10th  Feby.  18^5 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  reply  of  bro. 
Repiton  to  the  communication  of  this  Church  together  with  all  that  is 
embraced  in  the  difficulty  between  the  Church  as  a  body,  or  any  of  her 
members  and  him,  have  had  the  sane  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  preamble  and  Resolutions  a3  the  course,  which 
they  would  recommend  this  Church  to  adopt,  to  vindicate  herself,  and 
her  members  individually  from  the  injury  which  the  declaration  of  bro 
Repiton,  made  publicly  and  privately,  have  subjected  them  to  - 

WHEREAS  this  church  as  a  body,  and  several  of  her  members  in- 
dividually, felt  grieved  at  the  remarks  publicly  made  by  bro  Repiton 
the  evening  his  labours  as  pastor  closed  with  the  Church,  and  also 
made  at  other  tines  by  him  privately,  to  one  person  (at  least)  in 
this  town;  And  WHEREAS  this  Church  did,  at  her  Conference  meeting  on 
Monday  evening  27th  Jany.  /k%   adopt  a  communication  to  him,  informing 
him  of  the  cause  of  her  grievances,  and  called  on  him  for  a  retraction 
of- his  remarks;  And  WHEREAS  the  answer  of  bro  Repiton  to  the  said  com- 
munication declares,  that  "I  am  not  in  the  habit  of  retracting  any  thing 
I  have  said,  neither  have  I  in  the  present  instance  anything  ^o  ratrac"t,in 
the  meantime  I  deny  having  said  what  I  am  in  your  polite-  communication 
charged  with  saying,"  thereby  refusing  to  remove  the  cause  of  grievances 
and  to  give  satisfaction  to  those  he  had  injured.  And  WHEREAS  he   .-  has 
since  he  received  the  communication  of  this  Church,  pursued  a  course  of 
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conduct  calculated  to  increase  the  difficulty,  and  3till  more  than  ever  to 
prejudice  persons  in  the  community  against  this  Church  aB  a  body,  and  some 
of  her  members  individually.  Therefore  RESOLVED,  that  another  communication 
be  addreeoed  to  him  by  the  Clerk,  informing  him  that  in  the  judgement  of  this 
Church,  every  man,  as  well  as  every  Christian,  whom  they  have  made  remarks 
to  the  injury  of  any  other  man,  or  body  of  men,  based  on  misapprehension,  are 
so  farr  amiable  to  him,  or  them,  as  to  be  under  high  moral  obligations  to  re- 
tract such  remarks,  and  in  very  honorable  way  make  restitution  and  give  sat- 
isfaction. In  this  sense,  this  Church  as  a  body,  and  her  members  individually 
do  hold  him  amenable  and  responsible  to  them.  But  that  they  do  not  claim 
nor  assume  the  right  to  arraign  and  discipline  him  for  any  remarks,  or  con- 
duct whatsoever. 

Further  RESOLVED  that  he  be  informed  that  as  he  has  denied  making  the  remarks, 
which  this  Church  affirmed  he  had  made,  and  with  the  denial  refused  to  give 
satisfaction,  that  this  Church  feels  it  to  be  her  duty,  to  lay  before  her 
sister  church  at  Mount  Holly  where  he  holds  his  membership,  all  the  facts  of 
the  case;  and  to  request  her  sister  at  Mount  Holly  to  proceed  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  this  difficulty  according  to  the  usages  of  the  Baptist  denomination, 
to  which  both  these  churches  belong. 

Further  RESOLVED  that  he  be  informed  that  the  following  will  compose  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  facts  which  this  Church  will  lay  before  her  sister  at  Mount 
Holly,  and  which  Bhe  will  be  prepared  to  sustain  by  competent  testimony. 
1st  -  That  the  remarks  embraced  in  the  communications  of  this  Church  to  him 
of  27th  Jany.  18^5  as  the  cause  of  grievance  were  made  by  him  partly  in 
public  and  partly  in  private;  and  that  he  refused  to  give  up  his  written  resig- 
nation which  he  promised  to  the  Church  at  the  time  he  made  it,  was  at  her 
services  when  called  for. 

2nd  -  That  he  has  since  made  the  difficulty  greater,  by  first  trying  to  prove 
by  a  part  of  the  members  of  this  Church,  that  his  charge  against  the  Church,  or 
a  part  of  the  Church,  for  holding  secret  meetings  was  true,  and  that  when  he 
failed  to  get  the  proof,  he  denied  having  made  the  charges. 

3rd  -  That  he  has  declared  that  certain  of  the  members  of  this  Church  had  told 
him  that  the  Church  did  hold  secret  meetings,  and  now  deny  having  told  him  so, 
thereby  criminating  such  members  with  falshood. 

J+th  -  That  he  has  persued  a  Schismatic  course  of  conduct  by  remarks  in  public, 
as  well  as  in  private  prejudicing  one  part  of  the  members  of  the  Church  against 
other  members  of  the  Church. 

5th  -  That  he  has  by  hi3  misrepresentations  prejudiced  citizens  of  this  com- 
munity against  the  Church  and  her  Pastor  so  as  to  influence  them  to  decline 
attendance  at  her  place  of  public  worship. 

6th  -  That  ho  has  made  declarations  against  the  moral  character  of  our  pastor 
altogether  inconsistent  with  a  profession  of  religion. 

Further  RESOLVED  that  he  be  informed  that  this  Church  will  send  a  delegation 
to  her  sister  church  at  Mount  Holly  at  the  time  she  may  appoint  to  investigate 
the  case,  with  all  the  necessary  testimonials  to  sustain  these  facts. 
Tour  committee  would  further  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare 
the  necessary  communication  and  testimonials  to  lay  bofore  her  sister  Church 
at  Mount  Holly.  They  would  also  recommend  that  the  Church  should  call  on

17th  Feby  18^5 
Church  met  according  to  adjournment.,  Conference  organized  by  our  Modera- 
tor bro  McDaniel  with  singing,  reading  and  prayer  as  usual.  The  bylavo 
and  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  read.  The  Committee  of  Vigilence 
reported  members  who  abruptly  and  contemptuously  left  the  house  at  last 
meeting  -  they  were  solemnly  expelled  the  membership  of  this  Church. 
The  committee  also  reported  the  names  of  members  standing  connected 
with  a  Protest  embodying  foul  mistatements  concerning  the  acts  of  the 
Church  on  last  Monday  evening,  and  some  previous  meetings,  which  protest 
was  presented  by  J.  Ketcham  and  read  before  the  Conference  by  bro  Battle, 
bro  Kitcham  requested  that  the  Protest  should  be  spread  upon  the  record 
of  the  Church.  He  was  informed  by  the  Moderator  that  it  was  now  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Church  to  make  such  disposition  of  it,  as  she  saw  proper. 
It  was  ordered  to  lay  over  for  further  consideration  and  action. 
Brethren  Ellis,  Peterson  &  Cashwell  were  appointed  to  see  those  members 
whose  name3  are  on  said  Protest  and  enquire  of  them,  whether  they  under- 
stand the  nature  of  the  document,  and  whether  they  sincerely  adopt  its 
Bentiments. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  communication  testimonials  &c  to  lay 
before  Mount  Holly  Church  was  called  on  to  report,  which  report  was  pre- 
sented and  read  by  the  chairman  of  said  Committee.  A  motion  was  made  for 
its  reception  -  it  was  received.  A  motion  was  then  made  for  its  adoption. 
It  was  adopted. 

A  number  of  members  5  or  6  made  acknowledgement  to  the  Church  expressing 
much  sorrow  for  having  signed  papers  presented  to  them  by  C.  Euss  the  pur- 
port of  which  they  did  not  understand  at  the  time,  but  were  told  by  C.  Russ 
that  it  was  to  prevent  bro  Eepiton  being  stopped  from  preaching  -  which 
explanation,  and  concession  was  satisfactory  and  they  were  promptly 
excused. 

Brethren  McDaniel,  French  &  Battle  were  appointed  a  delegation  to  repre- 
sent this  Church  before  her  3ister  at  Mount  Holly  to  whom  is  referred 
the  entire  matter  in  relation  to  the  difficulty  with  bro  Eepiton. 

Brethren  Ellis,  Battle  &  French  were 
appointed  to  ascertain  such  excluded  members  as  wished  to  return  to 
the  Church  and  to  report  their  names  to  subsequent  meeting.

of  January  18^1-5  and  after  asking  me  if  I  was  present  at  the  Conf .  meeting 
of  the  Baptist  Church  hold  in  June  last  (18M0  when  action  was  taken  on  the 
election  of  a  Pastor  to  preside  over  the  Church  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
tliat  on  being  assured  in  the  affirmative  ho  presented  me  with  a  paper  setting 
fotirth  that  the  meeting  was  a  secret  one,  and  roquested  my  signature  thereto, 
and  that  on  my  refusal  to  sign  the  same,  explaining  to  him  that  the  meeting  could 
not  be  a  secret  one,  being  held  in  the  open  Church  lighted  up  where  any  person

Church  met.   Conference  was  duly  organized  hy  the  Moderator  our  bro  & 
Pastor  McDaniel  in  the  usual  way-  The  bylaws  and  proceedings  of  last  meet- 
ing read;   The  protest  presented  at  last  meeting  hy  Jonatham  Ketcham  signed 
by  several  members,  grofsely  misrepresenting  the  proceedings  of  this  Church 
in  her  Conference  Capacity  on  the  evening  of  lO**1  Sept  and  previous  meetings 
was  again  read  by  bro  Battle  who  in  a  review  of  the  whole  document,  its  spirit 
and  contents,  commented  on  it  a  great  length  laying  bare  the  evidently  atro- 
cious -  and  glaring  design  of  its  author  and  advocate.  A  Resolution  offered 
by  J.  Ketcham  to  have  said  Protest  Spread  upon  the  record  of  this  Church 
was  rejected  33  to  6,  those  voting  in  favour  of  the  motion  having  signed  it 
or  permitted  others  to  use  their  names. - 

A  Resolution  that  the  Clerk  should  retain  a  copy  of  this 
wonderful  production, "viz,  the  Protest"  and  return  it  to  the  person  who  offered 
it  prevailed  30  to  1   J.  Ketcham  voting  in  the  negative. 

Sisters  Cox,  Marine,  M  Batton,  &  M  Larkins  made  explanation 
through  the  Committee  expression  of  their  deep  sorrow  for  having  suffered 
themselves  misled,  and  influenced  by  the  misrepresentation  of  designers  to 
sign  the  Protest.   Some  of  them  asserting  through  said  Committee  that  they 
had  never  seen  the  Protest,  nor  heard  it  read;  which  explanation  and  concessions 
was  reed,  by  the  Church  as  entirely  satisfactory.  And  they  declared  excused 
and  fully  restored  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Church,  and  to  the  enjoyment 
of  all  her  distinguished  rites  and  privileges. - 

Members  Stanton  Spooner,  J.  Ketcham,  Lewis  Hines  &  Mary 
Ann  Hines  being  present  were  called  on  by  the  Moderator  as  follows :- 
J.  Ketcham  (who  presented  the  Protest)  was  requested  to  say  whether  he  wished 
a  postponement  of  the  matter  in  reference  to  his  case,  that  he  might  have 
longer  time  to  reflect  upon  the  subject,  with  a  view  to  try  to  ascertain 
his  error;  and  he  gave  the  Church  to  understand  distinctly  that  his  mind 
was  made  up,  that  he  intended  to  cleave  to  the  Protest.  Whereupon  he  was 
expelled.

Your  communication  under  date  11th  Fehy  /if-5  has  been  received 
including  certain  proceedings  of  the  Conf.  meeting  of  "the  Baptist  Church 
in  in  this  place,  containing  some  of  the  principal  facts"  upon  which  that 
Church  proposes  to  arraign  me,  before  the  Church  at  Mount  Holly.   I  was 
not  aware  before  that  in  ecclesiastical  proceedings  Charges  Which  Required 
proof,  were  known  as  "facts,"  and  being  unwilling  in  the  extremity  to  which 
you  have  driven  me 'to  reply  to  any,  and  every  "fact"  the  fancy  of  my  enemies 
may  present  to  the  brethren  at  Mt.  Holly;  in  whose  piety  and  Justice  I  have 
full  confidence.   I  hereby,  demand  that  I  be  furnished  by  the  Baptist  Church 
in  this  place  with  the  charges, specifications  under  which  I  am  to  be  arraigned, 
that  I  may  know  what  "the  Church  in  this  place"  complains  of.   It  is  I  believe 
usual  in  all  well  ordered  Churches  to  furnish  the  accused  a  copy  of  the 
charge,  together  with  the  names  of  such  witness  as  will  be  introduced  to 
sustain  thorn.

I  am  instructed  "by  the  Baptist  Church  in  this  place,  to  say 
to  you  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  Urth  Ins*  that  my  communication  to 
you  under  date  of  11th  Feby  A5  embraced  nothing  more  nor  less  than  the 
report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  recommend  to  the  Church  what  course 
to  pursue  in  reference  to  the  grievances  and  the  causes  as  set  forth  in 
those  several  specifications  attended  to  in  said  report. 

I  did  this  that  you  might  be  in  possession  of  all  that  the  Church  had 
done,  and  intended  to  do,  to  vindicate  herself,  and  her  members  from 
your  allegations  and  conduct  towards  herself  and  members. 

In  that  report  the  church  says  "these  are  some  of  the  principle  facts 
that  will  be  laid  before  our  Sister  Church  at  Mt.  Holly"  because  it  was 
not  known  what  else  might  arise  in  the  progress  of  the  difficulty  with 
you,  which  might  require  the  action  of  the  Church. 

That  report  speaks  of  the  causes  of  grievances  "as  facts"  because 
they  are  known  to  the  Church  "as  factsv  and  because  the  testimony  was 
at  hand  to  sustain  them  as  such. 

The  Church  as  the  case  now  stands,  will  only  present  or  lay  before  her 
sister  at  }ft„  Holly  those  "facts"  which  have  been  communicated  to  you, 
as  enumerated  in  that  report,  and  which  you  may  understand  to  be  the

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  Church  authorize  her  Pastor 
to  inform  the  board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society  of  the 
Schismatic  conduct  of  her  agent  Doct  Baker,  during  his  visit  to  Wilming- 
ton last  week,  in  manifestly  avoiding  any  intercourse  with  members  of 
the  Church  and  in  sustaining  Mr.  Repeton  and  his  faction  in  their  dis- 
order by  preaching  for  them  repeatedly,  and  that  until  said  Society 
change  her  agent  or  until  he  shall  manifest  in  a  suitable  manner  , 
consistency  of  conduct  in  the  station  he  fills,  this  Church  must  with- 
draw her  support  and  cooperation  from  the  Society.  The  Committee 
adjourned.

3  ..  The  Conference  shall  have  power  to  receive,  deal  with,  and  when 

absolutely  necessary  to  exclude  members,  to  send  help  to  or  receive 
help  from,  sister  Churches  when  circumstances  require. 

h   ..  The  Conference,  in  order  to  be  duly  authorized,  must  have  in  atten" 
dance,  not  less  than  7  male  members  including  two  officers  of 
the  Church. 

5  ..  The  Pastor,  when  present  at  a  Conference  meeting  and  able,  shall  be 

the  recognized  Moderator.  In  his  absence,  one  of  the  members  shall 
preside,  he  being  nominated  to  the  chair,  by  a  member  of  the  Con" 
ference  and  that  nomination  being  seconded,  and  sustained  by  a  vote 
..  of  those  present  and  a  Clerk  shall  be  annually  chosen,  who  shall 
keep  a  correct  register  of  the  proceedings  of  each  Conference. 

6  ,.  Each  Conference  shall  be  opened  with  singing,  reading  a  portion  of 

the  Holy  scriptures,  and  prayer  by  the  moderator,  or  some  one  on 
whom  he  may  impose  the  duty. 

7  . .  The  Conference  being  duly  organized,  the  moderator  shall  present 

an  invitation  to  visiting  brethren  to  a  seat.  Who  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  speaking  to  any  subject  before  the  Conference,  but 
not  to  vote, 

8  . .  The  Covenant  and  bylaws  shalll  be  read  at  the  instance  of  the 

moderator. 

9  ..  The  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  and  absences  noted. 

10  .  The  Committee  of  VigilLance  Shall  report,  which  report  shall  be 

presented  by  the  Chairman  of  said  Committee  in  writing,  and  read  by 
the  Clerk,  They  shall  report  all  public  transgressions  but  not 
those  of  a  private  nature,  Except  a  settlement  of  the  difficulty 
cannot  be  effected;  and  they  shall  in  no  case  report  a  matter, 
without  first  having  investigated. 

11  .  Each  member  of  the  Church  shall  consider  him  or  her  self  in  duty 

bound  to  inform  the  Committee  of  Vigillance  of  transgressions  - 
known  or  heard  by  them  to  exist  on  sulYlcifuit  authority.

12  ..  The  minutes  of  the  precee&ing  Conference  shall  he  read,  and  any 

business  of  said  Conference     finished  shall  receive  attention. 

13  . .  The  door  for  the  reception  of  members  shall  he  opened,  and  remain 

No  applicant  shall  he  received  into  the 
Church,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  those  present,  except 
that  it  he  ascertained  that  the  objection,  "if  such  there  be,"  is  not 
properly  founded.

Ik   ..  Any  member  of  the  Conference  wishing  to  make  a  motion,  or  a  sugges" 
tion  or  to  submit  a  remark  to  the  attention  of  the  Conference,  shall 
rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  moderator  by  the  Christian 
appelation  of  "Rrothor   and  on  receiving  his  sanction,  shall  proceed 
directing  his  §peach_to  the  moderator,  and  avoiding  with  all  care" 
fullness,  everything  calculated  to  exhibit  irritation,  apparent 
unkindness,  captiousness,  censorioueness,  anger,  bitterness,  pomposity, 
and  levity,  thus  evincing  a  consciousness  "that  thou  Sod  trust  me." 

15  ..  Only  one  shall  speak  at  the  same  time,  and  he  shall  not  be  inter" 

rupted  except  by  the  Moderator;  nor  shall  any  one  speak  more  than 
twice  to  the  same  subject  "  except  to  Explain"  without  permission 
from  the  Moderator. 

16  ..  The  Moderator  shall  state  the  subject  submitted  to  the  Conference, 

shall  take  the  vote  in  reference  to  it,  and  when  there  is  an  equality 
in  the  vote  on  both  sides,  he  shall  give  the  decision  vote. 

17  ..  The  vote  of  the  majority  shall  be  deemed  decisive,  to  which  the 

minority  shall  feel  to  submit,  in  a  Christian  manner;  except 
the  vote  of  the  majority  bo  calculated  to  seriously  impede  the 
cause  of  righteousness  and  the  prosperity  of  the  Church,  in  such 
a  case  the  minority  shall  have  the  privilege  of  appeal  to  a  called 
presbytery  from  sister  Churches,  consisting  of  not  less  than 
three  ministers  of  the  gospel  of  good  standing  and  of  reputed 
competency  to  sit  in  judgement  on  such  cases. 

18  ..  No  motion  not  receiving  a  second  shall  claim  the  attention  of  the 

Conference.  And  no  business  shall  be  admitted,  Except  consistent 
with  the  Constitution  of  the  Church.  Any  motion  before  being  put 
to  the  Conference  may  be  withdrawn  at  option  of  the  mover. 

19  ..  There  shall  be  no  whispering,  no  walking  about,  and  no  gestures 

on  the  part  of  members  calculated  betray  inattention,  or 
disrespect. 

20  ..  There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  who  shall  be  annually  chosen,  and  shall 

receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Church  committed  to  him,  at 
the  order  of  the  Conference.  A  report  shall  be  made  by  him  at  each 
quarterly  -Conference. 
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21  . .  The  expulsion  of  a  member  shall  be  announced  by  the  Pastor  from 

the  pulpit  accompanied  with  the  following  quotations  from  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  "Now  vo   command  you,  brethren  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesuo  Christ  that  you  withdraw  yourselves  from  every  brother 
that  walketh  disorderly,"  2  Thessalonians,  3  ch.  6  vr.  "Verijy  I 
say  unto  you,  whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound 
in  heaven,  and  whatsoever  ye  shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed 
in  heaven,"  Matt.  18  Ch.  18  vr. 

22  ..  The  Moderator  shall  see  there  be  a  strict  conformity  to  these  Laws, 

and  if  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty  a  brother  be  called  to  order, 
such  an  one  shall  take  it  in  kindness  !having  the  privilege  of 
appeal  to  the  Conference."  And  the  Church  shall  sustain  the  mode" 
rator  in  doing  so  if  correct.

ORGANIZATION 

"According  to  the  authentic  records  of  the  Cape  Fear  Association, 
the  church  was  organized  sometime  previous  to  October  1,   1808.     On 
that  date  the  Association  meeting  in  Moore's  Creek  Church  has  this 
notation:    'Received  a  newly  constituted  church  in  fellowship  from 
Wilmington  by  letter  and  delegates. '     The  delegates  were  John  Larkins 
and  Peter  Smyth,  a  licensed  preacher.     The  church  reported  twenty  members 
and  contributed!  to  the  work  of  the  Association  ten  shillings,  English 
money. 

"The  following  year,   I809,     Reuben  Everitt  and  P.  Smyth  were  the 
delegates  and  they  reported  twenty  members  and  gave  $1.50  to  the  work. 
The  records  of  the  Cape  Fear  Association  show  that  the  church  was 
represented  almost  every  year  until  1826  when  the  Association  was 
divided  and  the  Wilmington  -church  became  a  member  of  the  new  Association. 
The  church  was  growing  from  year  to  year.     In  1826  the  report  showed 
forty. five  members. 

"Unfortunately  we  have  no  records  in  the  church  itself  for  this 
period.     We  know  nothing  as  to  its  buildings,     struggles,     revivals,  etc. 
Neither  do  we  know  definitely  as  to  its  pastors  except  as  reilected  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Cape  Fear  Association.     Since  Rev.  Jonathan  Bryan,  an 
ordained  minister,  was  a  delegate  to  the  Association  two  years     in 
succession,     1821*  and  1825,     it  may  be  inferred  that  he  was  the  pastor. 

"Evidently  the  church  had  a  set-back  after  it  became  a  member  of 
the  new  Association  in  1827  j     for  we  do  not  have  a  report  for  that  year 
or  the  next,     and  in  I829  the  report  showed  only  thirty «f our  members, 
a  loss  of  eleven  members  since  1826.     The  delegates  in  1829  were  J.  King 
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and  Morris  Parker,  The  church  grew  rather  rapidly  for  the  next 
few  years,  reporting  fifty-three  members  in  1831,  sixty-three 
in  1832,  and  eighty ^nine  in  1833. 

"The  delegates  to  the  Goshen  Association  in  1833  were  Elder 
J,  C.  Grigg,  the  pastor,  and  Dennis  Collins  and  H.  Costin.  The 
pastor  also  represented  the  church  at  the  meeting  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  that  year.  He  was  made  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  Sabbath  Schools  and  made  a  splendid  report.  Most  likely  the 
church  had  a  Sunday  school  at  that  time.  The  church  sent  ten 
dollars  to  the  State  Convention  to  be  used  for  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions  and  Education. 

"This  brings  us  into  the  year  of  the  re -organization  of  the  church 
and  so  into  the  second  period  of  its  history. 

"For  some  reason  which  we  do  not  know,  the  church  organized 
itself  anew  on  April  13,  1833.  -  Until  recently  when  the  Cape  Fear 
Association  minutes  showed  differently  this  date  was  taken  as  the 
time  of  the  founding  of  the  church.  We  have  a  record  of  this  new 
organization.   It  reads:  'We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed 
being  assembled  in  the  Baptist  Meeting  House  in  the  Town  of 
Wilmington,  N.  C... do  -hereby  on  this  the  thirteenth  of  April  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three 
most  solemnly  agree  among  ourselves  to  become  a  regular  Independent 
constituted  Church  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. •  The  fact 
that  a  Baptist  Meeting  House  already  existed  shows  that  a  church  had 
previously  existed.  Just  why  it  was  thought  necessary  to  reorganize 
we  do  not  know..... According  to  Er.  G.  W.  Paschal,  author  of  the 
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'History  of  North  Carolina  Baptists, '  many  churches  about  this  time 
did  reorganize  themselves. 

"The  names  of  the  charter  members  of  the  new  organization 
and  also  the  minutes  of  the  church  for  three  years  are  torn  from 
the  minute  hook.  From  the  records  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
we  learn  that  Bev.  A.  W.  Chambliss,  the  pastor,  and  the  Bev,  W.  J, 
Findlay,  an  agent  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  this  section, 
represented  the  church  in  the  Convention  in  1835-  The  pastor 
was  made  a  member  of  the  committee  on  periodimals  and  was  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  temperance.  The  church  sent  ten  dollars  to 
the  work  of  missions  and  education  and  Bev.  Mr.  Findlay  made  a 
personal  contribution  of  sixteen  dollars  to  the  3ame  causes. 

"The  first  church  conference  record  is  that  which  was  held  on 
December  31,    1836. .  .At, that  time  a  'Sister  Ward'  was  received  from 
the  Baptist  Church  of  Oliver  Street,  New  York,  and  a  committee 
consisting  of  Brethren  French,  Costin,  Sholar,  Bryan,  Thally  and 
Hewlett,  was  appointed  'to  ascertain  the  possible  cost  of  repairing 
the  meeting  house . *

MAP  OF  WILMINGTON  by  T.  E»  Hyde,  August,  1826,  shows  the  Baptist  Church 
on  Lot  No.  97  (now  No. 2)  on  South  Front  Street.  It  is  the  second  lot 
south  of  the  corner  of  Front  and  Ann  Streets,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
street.  The  house  shown  on  the  map  has  two  entrance  doors  in  front. 
Two  windows  are  on  the  second  floor  level,  with  an  oval  topped  window 
in  the  center  between  the  two  windows.  Above  the  two  oblong  windows 
with  square  tops  are  two  half~-oval  shaped  windows.  The  steps  leading 
to  the  entrance  doors  reach  the  entire  length  of  the  front  of  the 
building.  This  building  is  still  standing.   It  has  been  converted 
into  a  dwelling  house  and  is  the  property  of  J.  N.  Bryant.  The  house 
sits  back  from  the  street  on  a  hill  and  this  area  has  long  been  called 
BAPTIST  HILL.

MILES  COSTIN.  to  Oven  Fennell,  A.  Paul  Repiton,  Francis  W.  Savage, 
Stanton  Spooner,  Robert  B.  Wood,  Phineas  W.  Fanning  and  David  Thally 
for  consideration  of  $5.00. ..Lot  in  Wilmington  bounded  as  follows: 
begin  at  a  stake  on  N.  side  of  Orange  Street  396  ft.  east  of  the 
Eastern  Line  of  Boundary  Street (5th  St.),  thence  along  Orange  Street 
ft.  Thence  N.  and  parallel  with  Boundary  Street  822  ft.. .etc.... 
upon  special  Trust  and  for  sole  use  and  benefit  of  a  congregation 
known  as  Orange  Street  Second  Baptist  Church,  as  a  place  of  worship 
...according  to  the  forms  of  said  Baptist  Church  and  under  the 

direction  of  the  pastor  or  minister 

Wit:  H.  R.  Nixon  s/  Miles  Coston  (Seal) 

Proved  March  Court,  1848. 
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In  1826  when  the  Hyde  Map  located  the  Baptist  Church  on  Lot  97,  it  - 
was  not  the  property  of  the  Baptist  Congregation.  At  this  time  the  lot 
was  the  property  of  the  estate  of  John  Sedgwick  Springs,  deceased.  He 
acquired  it  in  the  division  of  the  estate  of  his  uncle  Nehemiah 
Harriss  in  1820.  In  1825  John  S.  Springs  died,  leaving  a  wife  and 
small  children.  No  church,  building  was  mentioned  in  the  division  of 
the  estate,  so  it  seem3.  evident  that  John  S,  Springs  was  responsible 
for  the  building  of  the  church  on  Front  Street. (LD. -A, p. 50,  New  Hanover  Co.) 

On  22  February,  1831*-,  John  K.  Mcllheny  and  Thomas  Cowan  deeded  to 
the  Baptist  Church  as  a  Gift  Deed,  their  interest  in  this  lot,  without 
explanation  a3  to  what  their  Interest  might  be.(DB.  V,p.202,  New  Hanover  Co.) 
Later  we  find  them  acting  for  the  widow  and  children  of  John  S.  Springs. 

On  26  January,  1851,  Samuel  W.  Westbrook  and  wife  Amanda  C,  Jason 
Hunt  and  wife  Prudence,  William  A.  Donnell  and  wife  Mary  M. ,  and  John 

D.  M.  Springs,  all  of  Guilford  County,  deeded  to  George  E.  French, 
Nathan  E.  Brickhouse,  l3ham  Peterson,  James  J.  Bryan,  and  Benjamin  F. 
Mitchell,  Trustees  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Wilmington,  North 
Carolina... for  consideration  of  $35°. 00, "one  half  of  a  lot  on  Front 
Street  between  Ann  Street  and  Nun  Street,  numbered  in  the  plan  of 
Wilmington  as  lot  No.  97  in  Section  B...with  a  frontage  of  66  feet... 
being  the  western  half  of  the  lot  whereon  stands  the  Baptist  Church 

in  the  town  of  Wilmington."  Evidently  these  children  of  John  S.  Springy 
now  of  age,  were  making  the  title  legal  for  the  church  in  this  deed. 
The  above  grantors  were  children,and  their  husbands,  of  John  S.  SpringB 
and  his  wife,  Mary  A.  Gasper.  Later  we  find  Mary  Springs  on  the 
membership  roll  of  this  same  First  Baptist  Church, (DB.  PP,  p.l6o).The 
Church  Minutes  show  that  Mary  Springs  joined  the  church  during  a 
protracted  meeting  in  April,  1842. 

On  1  February,  I858,  Thomas  Southmayed  and  John  J.  Conoly  deeded  a 
lot  to  George  R.  French,  Banjamin  F.  Mitchell,  Charles  D.  Ellis,  Nathan 

E.  Brickhouse,  Benjamin  Mallett,  James  Stokley,  and  William  Larkins, 
Trustees  appointed  by  the  Baptist  Church  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
a  lot  on  which  to  erect  a  new  building.  The  deed  recites  that  the 
Baptist  Church  is  now  worshiping  in  the  Church  building  on  the  East 
side  of  Front  Street  between  Ann  Street  and  Nun  Street,  and  they 
appointed  the  Trustees  to  purchase  a  lot.  Southmayed  and  Conoly  sold 
them  a  lot  on  the  North  side  of  Market  Street,  beginning  at  northwest 
intersection  of  Market  and  Fifth  Streets;  run  west  120  ft.  to  a  lot 
occupied  by  John  A.  Taylor,  Esq.,  as  his  residence;  north  165  feet; 
East  120  ft.;  South  165  ft.  to  the  beginning. (DB.  PP,  p.  328,New  Hanover 
County).   This  is  the  lot  on  which  stands  the  present  FIRST  BAPTIST 
CHURCH.  And  this  is  the  beginning  of  another  part  of  the  history  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church. 
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
